Louisville, Ky., Sept. 4 —The 
death of Gen. James M. Shackel 
lord, one uf the moat illustrious 
figures of the civil war, a. native 
of Kentucky, and the captor of 



Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 4.— In 
one of the fiercest riots ever seen 
iu thin city between soldiers and 
civilians tonight Sergnnt Ingram 
Tate of Somerset, Ky., member 
compauy G., K. S. G., and Jeff 
Cook, a civilian, were killed, 
while William NicKols, Joseph 
Conway and Alexander MoNally 
were fatally shot. 

The riot began in the tender- 
loin district in a saloon, follow- 
ing a brawl. I'rivate William 
Phillips and C. E. Toadvine, 
members of Company G., who 
were standing near Tate when 
he was killed, identified Joseph 
Nickols as the man who fired the 
shot that killed Tate. 

Nickols and eighteen others 
were placed uuder arrest. The 
building wan almost shot to 
pieces by the troopers in •heir 
effort to gain an entrauce ap- 
parently to lynch the men whom 
they thought had killed their 
comrade. 

For more than an hour the 
eighteeu men held forth against 
the soldiers. Finally, after a 
conference. Col. J. Embry Allen, 
commanding the Second Regi- 
ment, County Judge James H. 
Polsgrove and Chief of Police 
Maugau, accompanied by other 
soldiers, searched the buildiug 
ami in the top-story found the 
men huddled together. 

They were all placed under ar- 
rest aud then taken to the jail, 
which is beinu guarded tonight 
by soldier* to prevent the guilty 
people from being lynched.

Kentucky Di«s Coal 80 Years; 
Just a Nibble. 



EXHAUSTION SINCE 1829 
BUT 2 PER CENT ORIGINAL SUPPLY. 



Washington, Sept. 4.— The 
total production of coal iu Ken- 
tucky in 1908, according to E. 
W. Parker of the United States 
Geological Survey, was 10,246,- 
558 short tones, with a spot val- 
ue of $10,817,162, 

Bell, Jobuson, Lee, Pike and 
Whitley counties showed sub- 
stantial increases. 

The total production in East- 
ern counties showed a decrease 
of 11,294 short tons, while iu the 
Western counties the production 
fell off 495,277 short tons. The 
total decrease for the State 
amounted, therefore, to 506,571 
short ton*. The value decreased 



average price per ton declined 
from 11.06 to |1 01. 

The year 1908 was the first in 
more than a decade in which the 
coal production of Kentucky was 
less than in the preceding year, 
the output having shown steady 
increase from 1896 to 1907. The 
production of 1908 exceeded that 
of 1900 by nearly 600,000 tons. 

The coal mines of Kentucky 
during 1908 gave employment to 
16,996 men, a slight increase 
over 1907. The average number 
of working days decreased, how- 
ever, from 210 in 1907 to 186 in 
1908. 

The steady improvement iu 
the productive capacity per 
employe for each day worked 
has been due iu a large degree 
to the increased use of coal min- 
ing machinery, Kentucky being 
one of the most progressive 
Statas in this respect. In 1903 
the number of mining machines 
in use was 308; in 1908 it was 
759. The machine mined pro- 
duct increased from 2,843,805 
short tons kfl 1903 to 5,252,753 
short tons in 1908, 51.27 per 
cent of the total output, Ohio 
is the ouly other coal producing 
state whose percentage ot ma- 
chine-mined coal to the toal ex- 
ceeds that cf Kentucky. 

From the best information 
obtainable it seems that the coal 
production of Kentucky from 
18S9 to 1885 ranged from 2090 to 
UOOtt tous a year. The United 
Statee Census of 1840 gives the 
total production for the State at 
23,527 short tons. 

Accordiug to the estimates of 
M- K. Campbell of the Geological 
Survey, the original coal supply 
in the State when mining first 
began was 104,028,000,000 short 
tous, 67,787,000,000 tons in the 
Eastern Keutueky regiou and 
30,241,000,000 tous iu the coal 
areas of the Western part of the 
State. From total orgiual sup- 
ply there had beeu mined to the 
close of 1908, according to the 
best records obtainable, approx- 
imately 132,650,000 tous, which 
represents an exhaustion est:- 
mated at 199,000,000 tons, or 0.2 
per cent of the original supply.

letters into a pond near her home. 

On their recovery they were 
found, it is declared, to contain 
letters written by Smith to the 
girl, implicating himself. 

They are said to have demand- 
ed that the girl kill her father to 
prevent his killing Smith when 
be learned of the relation be- 
tween the married man and the 
young girl. The girl refused to 
kill her father, however, and the 
police declare that the other let- 
ters show that Smith said that 
he would have to do it himself. 

A few days before Kimble, 
who was one of the best known 
farmers in Muhlenburg county, 
met his tragic death he was mys- 
teriously poisoned, and was tin- 
der the care of a physioan whoa 
killed.

Klngsville, Tex., Sept. 4.— It Is sUt- 
ed at the general offices of the St. 
Louis-Brownsville & Mexico railroad 
that the whole Rio Grande valley from 
Samfordyce to the mouth of the in- 
ternational stream, s distance of SO 
miles, is under water. » 

On the Texas side the river is 25 
miles wide in places, and is doing 
an enormous amount of damage to 
property. 

All the towns along the line of the 
Samfordyce branch of the railroad are 
from a few Inches to three feet under 
water. The road itself is submerged 
from Lyford to Brownsville, and from 
Harliagen to Samfordyce. How much 
track Is gone will not be known until 
the flood subsides. 

Many houses In Mercedes, Hidalgo. 

Lonsboro and other 
places in the valley have been washed 
away. 

The situation on the Mexican side 
of the river U even worse.

MYSTERY BAFFLES THE POLICE 



Officers Spend Day Dragging Creek 
for Clue— Medical Men Surprised 
at Skill With Which Limbs 
Were Cut Off. 

Detroit. Mich , Sept. 7 — All day long 
Sheriff Qaaton and hia deputies have 
dragged Ecorae creek and questioning 
realdenta In the down-river dlatrlct 
In hopes of finding tome clue as to 
the Identity of the decapitated, arm- 
and legless body of the young 
found In the stream, but their 
efforts have as yet been In vain It 
Is thought that the torso, which was 
securely sewn In a gunny sack may 
have been thrown In the water at 
Detroit and carried down the river by 
the current until It reached the creek, 
which Is only a few miles below the 
city. Consequently officers are secur- 
ing the city docks In hopes of finding 
some tangible evidence. 

The one clue In the possesion of 
the police has been shattered by the 
finding of Hattle Hochstadt. She had 
been mlaatng from her home for a 
week and circumstances led the of- 
ficials to believe that ahe might have 
been the victim. The authorities are 
now endeavoring to find some trace of 
Mrs. Jessie Weber, who was reports 
missing from her home on Second 
atreet alnce Aug. 12. Mrs. Weber came 
here during the summer from Min- 
neapolis and her husband since has 
been In the city searching for her. 

The county physicians feel certain 
that the body had only been in the 
water a Tew daya and the age of the 
victim is estimated to be between 20 
and 22 years. When ehown the trunk 
tbe medical men were visibly sur- 
prised at the skill with which the 
limbs and head wer cut off. 

The flesh Is little mangled and the 
cutting shows the work of an expert.
